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NOTES ABOUT FABRICS 

By Dona Laycock 


Question- I bought a "wash and wear" cotton blouse recently. The tag attached 
to it stated "Do Not Bleach." How can I remove stubborn spots ! 


Answer: Oxygen bleaches, such as Javex Oxygen Bleach, can be used safely 
on treated cottons. The bleaches referred to on the tag are those containing 
chlorine, such as liquid Javex. 


Question: How can I restore my greyed nylon lingerie to whiteness? 

Answer: Mix 3 teaspoons of Javex and 1 teaspoon of vinegar with 1 gallon of 
water Soak your discoloured nylon lingerie in this solution for 20 minutes. 
Use this solution only about once every 12th washing and use only on nylon. 


Question: Is there a difference between "pure silk and all silk fabrics? 

Answer- There certainly is! "Pure silk" cannot contain more than 10% of its 
own weight in metallic salts. "All silk" can contain any percentage of these 
salts. If a fabric is "weighted" too heavily it will eventually deteriorate. 

Question: I bought a nylon blouse—nylon, I believe, is an extremely strong fibre 

_and the seams pulled apart after I had washed it only a couple of times. It 

nylon is so strong, why did this happen? 

Answer: Nylon, like all synthetics, is a smooth fibre, so there will be considerable 
slippage of seams. This can be overcome, however, by using french seams or 
by overcasting them. 

Question: In the Linen Department I saw two damask table cloths, one labelled 
"Double Damask" and the other "Single Damask." What is the difference? 

Answer: Double damask has a longer float (yarn carried across) than single dam¬ 
ask. Single damask, while not having as high a lustre, will wear better it the 
same type of yarn is used in both. This is because a long float gives a high 
lustre but is easily snagged and broken. 


Question- I noticed a very lovely blanket recently in the store, but when I picked 
it up, found it to be extremely light in weight. It was labelled "Propylon. 
What kind of a blanket is this? Would it be warm when it is so light weight? 

Answer: "Propylon" is a brand new synthetic fibre put out by Canadian Celan- 
ese. It is a product made in Canada by Canadians. These blankets are the 
lightest known and can be washed, dried and put back on the bed in the same 
dory. They are reputed to be warmer than wool, and when washed, instead of 
matting, become fluffier and warmer than ever. It is also non-allergenic as well 
as moth and mildew proof.
